2 INDEPENDENT CLAIM 1 

The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1) PCT, because 
the subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 
Document D1 discloses (the references in parenthesis applying to this document): 
a seat recliner mechanism for a seat having a seat cushion and a reclinable squab, 
the mechanism including a stationary hinge member (9) connectable with the seat 
cushion, an adjustable hinge member (10) connectable with the squab and an 
angular position adjuster in the form of a wobble gear mechanism including an inner 
gear (1) connected to one of the hinge members, an outer gear (2) connected to the 
other hinge member and an eccentric rotatable drive element (3) for causing 
eccentric rotation of the inner gear (1) within the outer gear (2), wherein the outer 
gear has one more tooth than the inner gear and the inner and outer gears have 
conformal tooth profiles, whereby all but one of the teeth on the inner gear engage 
with teeth on the outer gear.
